that live hard by us ; and thou haſt 
as it were, pulled them down before 
our Eyes: But nowithſtanding 
all this, we not only took no occa- 
ſion thereby to reform our lives ; 
Bue rather we forgot our ſelves fo 
far, as that we didno more repute 
fin to be ſin, and that there is hard!
